The  supply  of  water  to  Crantock  still  remains  a  source  of 
worry  and  numerous  examinations  of  the  shallow  Wells -and  analyses 
made  on  Samples  show  that  many  Wells  are  contaminated  and  not  fit 
for  drinking  purposes.  Several  Wells  have  been  closed  and  sealed 
and  in  other  cases,  instructions  and  no tices -  have  been  placed  on 
Wells  advising  the  boiling  of  water  before  use  for  drinking. 

This  area  requires  the  closest  scrutiny;  a.nd  it  will  always  be 
a  potential  source  of  danger  until  a  Main  Water  Supply  can  be 
obtained.  As-  I  reported  in  previous  years,  and  especially  last 
year,  it  would  appear  very  imperative  that  this  Authority  should 
npw  take  stops  to  obtain,  if  possible,  Main  Water  from  the  Company,

A  number  of  inspections  have  been  made  in  respect  of  rat  infestation, 
and  repeated  applications  of  poison  rat  baits  were  laid  during  the 
year,  numbers  of  dead  rats  have  been  picked  up  and  destroyed  by 
burning.

In  addition  to  the  above  action,  letters  were  sent  to  various 
occupiers  where  rats  are  liable  to  be  attracted  to  their  premises 
through  the  lack  of  properly  fitting  bins  and  waste  food  lying  about, 
requesting  them  to  remedy  same,  and  giving  instructions  for  the 
destruction  and  prevention  of  rats  harbouring  upon  premises. 

During  the  year  a  Contract  v/as  entered  into  with  a  professional 
Rat  Destroyer  to  deal  with  the  destruction  of  rats  at  the  Councils 
Refuse  disposal  and  Trencreek  sewage  disposal  sites.  The  number 
of  rats  coming  to  these  sites  has  been  the  biggest  for  many  years, 
but  the  position  now  is  fairly  well  under  control.
